For 
purposes of the foregoing detailed description of the invention and the appended claims, the 
point of reference is the area to be catheterized. Accordingly, the term "proximal" as used herein 
refers to portions of the catheter which are nearest the area to be catheterized as the catheter is 
used to catheterize a patient. Conversely, the term "distal" as used herein refers to portions of the 
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
